THOUSANDS OF VlllTORS HERETO
CELEBRATE THE FOURTH.

The Day was Beautiful, the Program
Excellent and the People were
Happy.

The whoesls of Time roll on,the Fourth
of July of 1892 [ behind us, It wiasa
big day for Reynoldsville, The outlook
on Sunday for a pretty day on which to
colebrnte was anything but encourng-
ing. Kven ns the dawn of morning
bogan to make its appesrance, hopes
woere nope too beight, As the great
orh of day nscended above the hills and
gave forth the heat therefrom it was
thon evident that we were going to
have a beautiful day. Not too hot, no
dust, yea o perfect day for eolobrating
the anniversary of Independence Dy,
The decorstions wore not ns elnbornts
ns they would have been had it not
boen for the previous heavy rains.  All
the decorntion for the oceasion was done
on Mondoy morning. Notwithstanding
the fnet that the festive attire was not
what might huve boon expected, yot
the town looked as If we were going to
eelohrite,

The early teaing unloaded erowds of
peogle, vehicles well freighted  with
humanity came inte town from  all
directions, while many Hving within s
radius of threoe or four miles walked in,
Before the town clock strack ton Main
stroet from  the  breldge o Arnold's
corner, wns  almost  impassable  on
aecount of the crowd, 1 is estimated
that 000 people witnessed the celebra-
thon here,

The first spmt of the day, as pre-

Gueloor,
Samuel Willinms and Johin Ruth, The
race wis 100 yards and the prizes 85, 1,
and 22, Tom Willlams won fivst, Fin
Roll secomdd, and Pat Gainor  third,
There was & dispute s to whether
Gainor or Sam, Willinms won third,
but wis decided in favor of Gainor.
This lead to w second race botween Put,
Gainor and  Sam. Willinms  for ten
dollnrs and Willinms earviod off the ten
dollar billy,  The Reynoldsville and
Prescottville bands united into  one
hund and played Coreoran Cadets quick
step and “Oceoan to Ocean overture in
front of Howl Belnnp, Both pieces
woere  appreciated by the  bmmense
orowid, Capt, L, M. Truxal, of DuBois,
was presented Lo the people from the
baleony of Hotel Bolnap by Capt. T.
Reynolds,  Mr,Truxal, like many others
of owr neighboring town, is so thor-
oughly DuBolsized that he commencod
his four minute tulk hy saying: Imllt-w
citizens of DuBois,”  About 1:00° p, m.
